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Towering Inferno 

rages at tyre site 
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A GIGANTIC tyre fire 
which forced residents 
to seal their homes to 
keep out the fumes is 
still burning - a week 
after it started. 

Littleport and nearby 
villages came to a stand¬ 
still last Friday when 200 
tonnes of tyres went up in 
flames at tyre recycling 
plant, Murfitts. 

People looked on in shock and 
motorists driving along the A10 
pulled over as thick black smoke 
filled the skies and fire crews 
rushed to the industrial area on 
Wisbech Road. 

Firefighters from Ely and 
Littleport were first on the scene 
at about 3.15pm but the size of 
the blaze meant back-up from 
stations across the county was 
required. 

Ten crews in total fought to 
put out the inferno, including 
fire engines from Soham, Sutton, 
Cambridge, Huntingdon, Down- 
ham Market, Chatteris and 
March. 

But on Saturday, Cambridge¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service 


announced it would have to let 
the fire burn out. 

Residents were urged to keep 
their homes sealed and were 
warned that the blaze could 
smoulder for “several days”. 

Experts from Oxford were 
drafted in to assess what to do 
with the fire and they deemed it 
safe to burn out. 


The fire itself caused several 
large explosions when a diesel 
tank and gas canisters blew up 
in the intense heat. 

As well as the massive piles of 
tyres, two large industrial build¬ 
ings were destroyed in the 
inferno, which forced the closure 
of the road until Monday. 

Employees at nearby busin¬ 


esses, including those on E- 
Space North business park, were 
also evacuated from their prem¬ 
ises as the blaze continued to 
rage. 

And as crews battled to put 
out the flames well into the 
evening, the smoke could be 
seen from as far away as 
Wisbech and Mildenhall.

Derek Hunt, who was one of 
dozens of motorists who pulled 
over to see the blaze, said: “I 
have never seen anything like it. 

“At first I thought it was a big 
storm but the closer I got the 
more I realised it was actually 
thick smoke. 

“It’s like something you see in 
a movie.” 

Another passer-by, Fiona 
Bridge-Holt, said: “I have just 
driven in from the Wisbech 
direction and you could see it in 
the distance.”

OUTRAGED residents are making a 
last-ditch attempt to prevent a state- 
of-the-art recycling centre coming to 
their village. 

Plans for a new indoor recycling 
facility in Witchford have already 
been given the go-ahead, but 
residents are now campaigning to 
prevent it from being built. 

Residents claim the centre will ruin 
the entrance to the village, increase 
HGV traffic coming through the area. 

Gary Griffiths, of Ely Road, has met 
Witchford parish councillor George 
Jellicoe to try and halt the scheme in 
its tracks. The 61-year-old said: “Who 
would want a big recycling centre at 
the entrance to their village when 
there are so many other sites in the 
area it could go? It would be so much 


better at Ely’s Angel Drove or 
somewhere like that. 

“There are literally hundreds of 
people, both in our village and 
surrounding ones, that hate these 
plans but we have not been listened 
to. One of Cambridgeshire’s prettiest 
villages cannot be ruined by this 
being built at its entrance.” 

Cllr Jellicoe, who lives on Main 
Street, said the parish council had 
been against the plans since they first 
came to light back 2006. 

He said: “This recycling centre will 
affect so many residents in such a 
negative way. But no matter what I, 
other councillors, and our 
constituents have said, the planners 
made the choice to pass the plans. 

“The facility itself is exceptional 


and the majority of people realise 
that, but its location is not.” 

District councillors Gareth Wilson 
and Ian Allen, who both represent 
Haddenham, have also raised 
concerns about the affects the project 
will have on villages’ roads. 

Cllr Tony Orgee, lead member for 
economy and the environment at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, said: 
“We have been speaking with the 
local community since 2005, and we 
have listened carefully to everything 
local residents have said. 

“We have assessed numerous 
alternative sites put forward by the 
local community but the site at 
Witchford has consistently come up 
as the best site.

Royal row as post 
workers walk out 


THOUSANDS of people will not 
receive their mail today as postal 
workers in Ely and Soham go on 
strike. 

The Communication Workers’ Union 
(CWU) has confirmed that workers 
employed at both Ely and Cambridge 
delivery offices will take industrial action 
for 24 hours. 

It comes after Royal Mail announced it 
was to reduce the workforce in offices up 
and down the country, including 17 
employees in Ely and its surrounding 
villages. 

The strike will also affect residents 
living in Haddenham and Isleham. 

Steve Butts, a CWU spokesman, said 
union members claimed Royal Mail’s 
plans were “unrealistic”. 

He said: “Our members are very sad to 
have to make the decision to strike but 
the truth is that the actions of Royal Mail 
have left our members with no other real 
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alternative. 

“Royal Mail’s plans are about setting 
unrealistic work rates that they expect our 
members to perform on a daily basis, like 
walking at 4mph for nearly four hours a 
day. 

“The plans before our members will 
result in unacceptable levels of work 
related stress as Royal Mail will point the 
finger of failure at individual workers’ 
performance rather than admit their 
planning assumptions are wrong. 

“It is worth recording that we have not 
had any local industrial action in the 
Cambridge delivery area for nearly 20 
years now, but these plans are totally 
unrealistic and unachievable. 

“Our members are very frustrated by 
the actions of their employer.” 

Royal Mail plans to cut 10 jobs in Ely, 


three in Soham, two in Sutton and one 
each in Littleport and Isleham. 

It has already cut the city’s night shift 
and reduced the postal service in 
Wilburton from two postmen to one. 

Union members have blasted the 
proposed cuts, claiming they will also 
reduce earning potential and take-home 
pay. 

They also believe it will severely worsen 
the postal service to the public and 
businesses throughout the region. 

In a bid to solve the issue, the CWU has 
offered Royal Mail a three-month 
moratorium from all industrial action but 
this offer was rejected. 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: “We 
condemn the CWU for striking over 
much-needed modernisation and change 
which has already been successfully 
implemented by our people in the 
majority of offices around the UK and is 
working well.”

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AN event which could have raised 
thousands of pounds for a charity 
care home facing closure has been 
cancelled. 

Sue Ryder Care had organised the 
Midnight Walk to take place in Ely on Sat¬ 
urday 

With hundreds of women expected to take 
part in the 10km event, bosses had hoped it 
would raise considerable funds for the city’s 
Sue Ryder care home, The Old Palace. 

But the female-orientated event has been 
cancelled after just 20 women signed up to 
take part. The blow comes less than a month 
after it emerged that the home, which caters 
for people with life-limiting illnesses, could 
be forced to close. 

Located near Ely Cathedral, the ancient 
building is no longer suitable for use as a 
care centre and staff, patients and their 
families are currently mid-way through a 90- 
day consultation period looking at possibly 
closing it down. 

Sue Ryder Care has described having to 
cancel the Midnight Walk as a “massive 
shame”. 

Steve Taylor, spokesman for the charity, 
said: “This is the first time we had organised 
one of our Midnight Walks to take place in 
Ely and we are gutted it has had to be 
cancelled. 

“Others that we organise are hugely 
successful and raise thousands of pounds for 
us. But we have literally had 20 people 
showing an interest in the event in Ely. 

“With all the costs and permissions 
involved in staging the walk, that amount 
does not make it viable. 

“It is a massive shame as if it had been a 
success the money would have gone a long 
way into helping the situation we are in.” 

The building, formerly home to bishops of 
Ely, is currently running at a deficit of 
£240,000 a year. 

Sue Ryder Care bosses say they cannot 
afford to bring the building up to the 
standards of the Care Quality Commission, 
which highlighted it as unsuitable as a care 
home.

Ex-husband who fired 
gun at house faces jail

A MAN has been warned he 
could face jail after firing a gun 
at his ex-wife’s house. 

Shane Stevens, 38, shattered Steph¬ 
anie Stevens’ kitchen window with a 
shot while her 18-year-old son was in 
the room. 

The incident happened on fune 17 
after he discovered she was living with 
their five-year-old daughter in Hadden- 
ham. 

Stevens was on bail at the time for 
assaulting his mother. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “Mrs 
Stevens had been in an 11-year relation¬ 
ship with him before it ended. 

“She was in her living room when she 
heard a car outside her property. 

“There was then a loud bang that 
sounded like a brick had been thrown 
through the window. Her son then ran 
through saying the kitchen window had 
been broken.” 
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The next day, Mrs Stevens received a 
number of telephone calls from her ex- 
husband. 

Stevens admitted on the phone that 
he had broken the window by firing a 
gun. 

Miss Mardell added: “He told police 
he wanted to really hurt her, not in a 
physical way, but in a mental way.” 

Stevens, of Orchard Estate, Little 
Downham, pleaded guilty to possessing 
a shotgun in a public place when he 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

He also pleaded guilty to criminal 
damage for breaking the glass. 

Guy Holland, mitigating, said: “The 
gun was a pistol and can be purchased 
legitimately. 

“My client has used guns like this for 


target practice, which is why it was in 
the car at the time.” 

He added: “Mr Stevens has a long¬ 
standing problem with anxiety and 
depression, which all stems back to a 
rather unfortunate upbringing.” 

The bench heard that the offence was 
committed while he was on bail for 
assaulting his mother for which he was 
given a six-month community order on 
July 31. 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, said 
her sentencing powers were not strong 
enough and committed the case to 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

She said: “Not only did you have this 
weapon on you but you fired it at a 
house where you knew there were 
people present.” 

Stevens was released on conditional 
bail and told not to contact Mrs Stevens 
or her immediate family and to not visit 
Wilburton or Haddenham.

Food is also a 
morality issue 

Sir, Tony Juniper accuses me of 
looking back to the 1950s (Looking 
back to 50s, not on - Letters, August 
20 ). 

Well, I can look back to the 1930s 
(just) and the 1940s as well as the 
1950s and I accept that Mr Juniper 
may not remember or know much 
about the food and other rationing 
that we had then. 

“Those who cannot remember the 
past are condemned to repeat it” 
(George Santayana). Quite frankly, I 
would rather not repeat the 1940s 
or the 1950s so far as the 
availability of food is concerned, 
nor would I wish our younger 
people to have the experiences that 
I had then for want of sensible 
attitudes to make the best of our 
natural resources, our fine food- 
producing Cambridgeshire Fen 
land. 

I, and my most recent 
correspondent friends - Tony Day 
of Wicken, Don MacKay of 
Cambridge, Alfred Sennitt and Alan 
Seymour of Ely and Graham Smith 
of Little Eversden - can all see that 
top-quality food-producing land 
deliberately removed from food 
production for the National Trust's 
so-called Wicken Vision means less 
food produced here and more food 
coming from abroad. 

If those abroad can no longer 
produce the food or cannot spare 
the food or won’t sell us the food or 
we cannot afford to buy the food, 
the result is that we have less food 
for ourselves. Mr Juniper claims 
that “times have moved on”. Sure, 
they have, but so have the 
populations of most countries in 
the world. It is even more stupid 
now to take out of food production 
the finest food-producing land in 
England at a time when it is 
increasingly apparent that we as a 
country - and we with 
responsibilities in the wider world - 
have to prepare for a global 
population of nine billions plus 
and the possibility of climate 
change adversely affecting the food 
supplies of many of the world’s 
presently existing people, including 
our own 60 million. 

This issue is as much about 
morality as it is reality. The reality is 
that the world is becoming 
increasingly short of food and it is 
close to immoral to import 
unnecessarily from those who have 
less than us already. Hilary Benn is 
100 per cent right in calling for a 
big increase in food production 
here at home. Who is going to 
argue against the Defra Secretary? I 
am not and I respectfully suggest 
that Mr Juniper desists, too. He 
should stop acting like a middle- 
aged “Swampy” striving towards a 
“vision” that is already a mirage.

If out-of-town 
developments are to be avoided - 
which I think is ridiculous with the 
restricted size of the city centre - 
then there should be a real push to 
get all empty premises occupied as 
quickly as possible. 

The suggestion of a permanent 
indoor market is brilliant. It could 
be just what Ely needs and would 
have the advantage of daily instead 
of twice weekly market stalls and 
give small businesses an alternative 
to renting/buying an entire 
premises only to be forced out 
within months (as we see all too 
frequently). Having the main 
market day as a Thursday is 
limiting to those who work out of 
town, especially with the ever 
increasing parking shortage, so a 
permanent market would enable 
us all to benefit.

Firm and boss fined 
over safety breach 


A CAMBRIDGESHIRE firm 
and its director have each 
been fined £7,000 after a 
man had to have part of 
his leg amputated follow¬ 
ing a fall at work. 

Fenland Electrical Network 
Services Limited, of Cottenham, 
and director Nicholas McCarthy 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
breaching the Health and Safety 
at Work Act, brought by the

Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE). 

Ely magistrates heard last week 
that on December 17, 2007 a 
group of linesmen were training 
for an emergency descent from a 
mobile elevated work platform. 
One man fell because his harness 
was not attached. 

The 59-year-old linesman 


suffered a fractured pelvis, spinal 
injuries, extensive tendon dam¬ 
age to his left ankle, and an injury 
to his right leg, which was later 
amputated below the knee. 

The firm, at Willow Acre, 
Twenty Pence Road, and Mc¬ 
Carthy, of the same address, were 
each fined £7,000 and must pay 
£5,503.20 each to make up full 
costs of £11,006.40. 

Gavin Bull, HSE inspector, said 
the case highlighted the need for 
safety measures.

A veteran ballet 

dancer who found 
world-wide fame 
with an Ely dance 
company celebrated his 
90th birthday with a 
dance performance. 

John Lowe attracted media 
attention from across the world 
after the Weekly News revealed 
he was starring in a production 
of Prokofiev’s ballet The 
Stoneflower at the age of 88. 

He appeared with the 
Lantern Dance Theatre 
Company last Thursday in the 
Lady Chapel of Ely Cathedral in 
a concert to mark his 90th 
birthday. 

Dancing alongside young 
dancers, the retired art teacher 
performed a specially arranged 
routine to music from Strauss’s 
An Artist’s Life. 

Mr Lowe, who lives in 
Witchford, said: “It was a 
fantastic occasion in a 
magnificent venue. 

“It was also the first time that 
I’ve had to interact with other 
dancers, so it was a good test 
for me.” 

The show also featured new 
work by some of the company’s 



young dance makers and 
performances by guest artists, 
including former members of 


the company who are doing 
well in higher education 
specialising in dance. 

Among them were Tim Rayne, 
who is studying choreography 
at Northumbria University, 

Tony Wilson, who is doing 
contemporary dance at 
Newcastle College, and 
AlessandraWellen, who 
achieved first class honours in 
creative expressive therapies at 
Derby University. 

Current member Sophie 
Wilton is about to begin a BA in 
dance theatre at Laban, the 
world-famous dance 
conservatoire in London. 

Helen Pettit, the Lantern’s 
artistic director, said: “We are 
very proud of all these high 
achievers, who have all played a 
part in Lantern’s development 
and have given their time and 
talent to the cause of integrated 
dance. 

“They are also great 
performers and the show was 
all the richer for their 
participation. 

“Lantern Dance Theatre is an 
integrated dance group. About 
half its members have 
disabilities.

Dying for a challenge? 
Take Death Race test 


AN INTREPID former 
King’s School Ely 
student is celebrating 
after completed one 
of the world’s dead¬ 
liest challenges. 

Ex-Royal Marine Richard 
Lee has not only survived 
to tell the tale of the gruell¬ 
ing Death Race but he also 
finished joint first. 

One minute, the 27-year- 
old was walking the Appal¬ 
achian Trail in Pittsfield, 
Vermont, with his girlfriend 
to collect a food parcel. The 
next he had signed up for 
the Death Race, a 24-hour 
test of extreme physical 
and psychological stamina. 

With around 15 tasks, 
such as crawling through a 
drainage ditch through 
barbed wire and stinging 
nettles, competitors have 
to sign a waiver stating “I 
might die” before they start.

racing and only days to

Lee, who grew up in Ely, 
finished joint first with US 
Marine, Tom Worthington. 

Richard, who was born at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, attended the 
King’s School Ely before 
studying an adventure 
education degree at Chich¬ 
ester University 

His parents, Maureen 
and Peter, live in Stretham. 

Richard was also a keen 
Scout as a youngster and 
was one of the founding 
members of the Hadden- 
ham Army Cadets. 

The challenge itself saw 
around 50 people start, but 
only six, including Richard, 
finished within the 24 
hours. 

Other tasks included 
climbing to the top of a 
massive hill with items 
such as an axe, bike and a 
tree stump. 

But when at the top, 
competitors, if they made 


it, had to memorise the 
names of the first 10 presi¬ 
dents of the United States. 

Richard said: “The Death 
Race was very tough and 
they make it very easy to 
give up. 

“But if you have done a 
couple of years of training 
similar to the Marines, you 
will be surprised by what 
you can actually do. 

“My time at King’s also 
helped me out as there I 
was introduced to obstacle 
courses, surviving outdoors 
and various aspects that 
helped me in the race. 

“This initial contact with 
the outdoors really fuelled 
my passion for adventure 
racing.” 

Having completed the 
challenge, Richard only 
took a week off before 
preparing himself to start 
the 2,175 miles of the 
Appalachian Trail again.

GP college calls 
for care review 


A GERMAN doctor who 
killed a Cambridgeshire 
pensioner by accidentally 
giving him an overdose was 
told to go back to Germany 
‘ASAP” by his employment 
agency investigations have 
revealed. 

It has been reported that Dr 
Daniel Ubani was also told to 
leave by the out-of-hours service, 
Take Care Now (TCN), for which 
he was working when he gave 70- 
year-old David Gray a dose of 
painkillers 10 times over the 
required amount. 

Mr Gray’s partner, Lynda Bubb, 
found him unconscious at their 
house in Manea after he was 
treated by Dr Ubani. 

The doctor, who admitted he 
was “too tired” to concentrate 
after flying into the UK the 
previous day, is thought to have 
administered a fatal dose of 
lOOmg of diamorphine and 4mg 
ofbuscopan. 

In a letter, Dr Ubani told the 
family he was confused between 
the drugs pethidine and diamor¬ 
phine, which he did not normally 
use in Germany.

In April, Dr Ubani was given a 
nine-month suspended prison 
sentence and fined £4,450 but he 
is still practising in the city of 
Witten. 

Now Mr Gray’s family are taking 
civil action against Dr Ubani, NHS 
Cambridgeshire, and TCN, the 
external firm which was providing 
the out-of-hours cover. 

Dr Ubani treated about 15 
people during his fateful shift in 
the UK, according to police. 

The inquests into Mr Gray’s 
death was opened and adjourned. 
It will resume at a later date. 

The report in the Guardian also 
stated that moves to make Dr 
Ubani retake his medical exam¬ 
inations have begun in Germany. 

However, there are no plans to 
have him struck off the German 
medical register. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, has pre¬ 
viously said: “We have supported 
the police in their investigation 
and we are disappointed that the 
doctor may not now be tried in the 
UK. 


“Dr Ubani has been temporarily 
struck off the health register in the 
UK, but we are looking to work 
with our partners to ensure that all 
matters are referred to the General 
Medical Council so that they can 
consider making any suspension 
permanent.” 

It is also believed that in 
mitigation, Dr Ubani pleaded he 
had practised as a doctor for more 
than 20 years and that suspending 
him from working in the UK 
would be “very harsh”. 

TCN has refused to comment to 
the press about the revelations, as 
has Dr Ubani’s solicitors. 

The Royal College of GPs says 
provision of out-of-hours GP care 
must be reviewed. Chairman Prof 
Steve Field said: “I am worried 
about doctors from Europe flying 
in to provide out-of-hours care 
and then flying back. 

“UK-trained doctors must reach 
the standard set by the college by 
passing our examination, which 
includes spending time in a train¬ 
ing practice. European doctors 
don’t necessarily have such rig¬ 
orous assessments. 

“The Cambridgeshire example 
shows the system has failed 
patients in that area.”

Sir Peter’s 
revival of 
Balmoral 



IN the course of a long and 
prolific career, Michael Frayn 
has distinguished himself as 
a playwright, novelist, 
journalist, scriptwriter and 
philosopher. 

But even this most celebrated of 
polymaths has met the occasional 
creative Waterloo, and Frayn is the 
first to concede his 1987 play, 
Balmoral, has run into the rough 
more than most. 

“It’s had a curiously chequered 
history,” admits the 75-year-old. “It 
was originally done under this title 
in Guildford, years ago, with Fulton 
Mackay and Andrew Sachs. Then I 
rewrote it and it was done at the 
Greenwich Theatre under the title 
Liberty Hall, with George Cole. It 
was an extremely good production, 
but it somehow didn’t catch 
people’s fancy. So I’m very pleased 
to see someone’s having another go 
at it.” 

That “someone” is no less than 
Sir Peter Flail, whose company has 
revived the comedy - set in an 
alternative history where the 
communist revolution took place in 
Britain, not Russia - for the Theatre

Royal Bath. 

But it seems even this vote of 
approval - Theatreland’s equivalent 
of a Papal blessing - hasn’t been 
enough to entirely reverse the play’s 
mixed fortunes: Last month, just a 
week before the curtain was due to 
go up, leading man Rik Mayall was 
forced to pull out through illness. 

“It’s disappointing,” says Frayn. 

“I worked with Rik a few years ago, 
when we made a film called 
Remember Me. It wasn’t a great 
success, but he was fantastically 
good in it.” 

But the show, inevitably, goes on, 
and the play will arrive at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week 
with Mayall’s understudy, Steve 
McNeil, stepping into the breach as 
Skinner, the warden at the titular 
Royal residence, which has now 
been turned over to a writers’ 
commune. 

“I learned Russian, originally at 
Cambridge, in the Army, actually,” 
recalls Frayn of the play’s genesis. 

“I used to go to Russia quite a lot in 


Soviet times, for various reasons. I 
first went as a student from 
Cambridge, and then as a journalist 
and I’ve been to see my work 
performed in Russia. 

“So I got to know the country in 
those times fairly well, and I guess 
it just occurred to me that it might 
not have been Russia that turned 
Communist, it might have been this 
country, and I wondered what things 
would have been like, if we’d had a 
revolution and they hadn’t.” 

Though he was born in London 
(with his boyhood experiences of 
the city during the Second World 
War forming much of the basis of 
his award-winning 2002 novel, 
Spies) and still lives there today, 
Cambridge has played a significant 
part in Frayn’s life. Having started 
out reading French and Russian 


here, he spent the mid 1950s 
studying Moral Sciences at 
Emmanuel College. So what does 
Moral Sciences involve, exactly? 

“That was the wonderful thing,” 
he laughs, “no-one outside 
Cambridge had the faintest idea 
what Moral Sciences were, and not 
many people inside Cambridge. 

“In fact not many people in the 
Moral Sciences faculty had much 
idea what it was. 

“It was what is now called 
philosophy, and I think it’s rather a 
pity they changed the name. It 
somehow sounded rather 
impressive to people who didn’t 
know it was just boring old 
philosophy.” 

In fact, “boring old philosophy” 
has served Frayn rather well over 
the years, informing much of his 


subsequent work and even inspiring 
two well-received books on the 
subject, 1974’s Constructions and 
2006’s The Human Touch. 

“Philosophy is a way of thinking 
about things, and once you’ve 
started to think about the world in 
that kind of way, you go on thinking 
about it like that,” he says. 

“And I suppose Cambridge 
philosophy was one particular 
philosophical tradition, one 
particular way of thinking about the 
world. And I found it quite 
illuminating, and quite fruitful. I’ve 
gone on thinking about things, not 
exactly in the same way, but in the 
way that was set off by 
Cambridge.” 

Frayn’s wife Claire Tomalin, the 
acclaimed biographer of the likes of 
Thomas Hardy, Jane Austen and 


Samuel Pepys, also studied at 
Cambridge. Did they find they 
shared similar memories of the 
city? 

“Well she read English, and I was 
never any good at studying 
literature, so I could never have 
studied English,” says Frayn. “I gaze 
open-mouthed in awe at her ability 
to understand text and to think of 
criticism. And I don’t think she’s 
honestly much interested in 
philosophy. 

“But we both enjoyed Cambridge 
very much and we both got a great 
deal out of it in our different ways.”

GARDENING 


Pluses and minuses 
of rain in summer 


O n my return from 
holiday, I was 
pleased to find that 
my garden didn’t look as 
neglected as it usually does 
after two weeks away - 
thanks to the copious 
amounts of rain we’ve had 
this summer. 

There are pros and cons to the 
washout summer we’ve had so far: 
watering is obviously not such an 
issue, but wet weather brings 
diseases and pests you might 
otherwise escape in the warmer, 
drier weather. 

Tomatoes and potatoes are likely 
to be the main casualties of 
excessive wet weather in the 
vegetable patch, says Guy Barter, 
horticultural advisor at the Royal 
Horticultural Society 
“The main problem is blight, 
which affects potatoes and 
tomatoes, and with the third wet 
year in succession gardeners are 
going to encounter a lot of blight 
problems. All you can do is 
remove infected plants,” he says. 
Discoloured patches appear on 
the leaves, which develop white 
fluffy areas and often spread to 
tubers and fruits. Tomato plants 
decline in vigour, and their fruits 
are often affected. 

The aftermath of blight should not 
be ignored. Don’t grow potatoes in 
soil affected by blight for at least 
three years, use crop rotation to 
reduce the incidence of follow-on 
infection and always keep potato 
and tomato plants well apart. 
While tomatoes and potatoes may 
be suffering, many other crops 
will be benefiting, such as

cabbages and leeks, Barter adds. 
Don’t be too worried if your 
runner beans aren’t performing as 
you’d expected, or if your 
pumpkins aren’t ripening. In the 
last few years, late August and 
early September have been 
surprisingly dry, sunny and warm, 
so it could be that you get a well- 
deserved late harvest - so don’t be 
too hasty in pulling up the plants. 
Fruit trees may also be doing well 
in the prolonged wet weather, 
although fruits will take longer to 
ripen. 

Leading organic growing charity 
Garden Organic advises gardeners 
to check their fruit trees now. The 
copious amount of rainfall will 
mean that top fruit will be 
swelling, and therefore weighing 
down branches and putting them 
at risk of splitting. Reduce the 
number of fruits on the tree, and 
prop up branches if necessary, to 
stop this happening. 

Rust and scab may also be more 
of a problem on fruit bushes and 
trees during wet summers - all 
you can do is take off and discard 
all infected material, as it’s 
probably too late now to apply 
fungicides. Scab causes dark 
brown or green spots on foliage, 


and scabby, distorted fruit. Badly- 
affected shoots need to be cut out 
and burned. 

Rust diseases revel in warm, moist 
conditions, so roses are most likely 
to be attacked towards the end of 
summer. Bright orange pustules 
appear on the undersides of the 
leaves and then turn black. Once 
you have removed infected leaves, 
burn them. 

Weeds can be more of a problem 
during a wet summer, when they 
will grow more prolifically, but 
then water also moistens and 
loosens the soil, which makes 
them easier for you to pull out. 
Weed where possible the day after 
a heavy downpour to make your 
life easier. 

Wet weather brings out some 
pests, but deters others. Slugs are 
the number-one nuisance during 
a prolonged wet spell, so be 
vigilant by setting slug traps or 
picking them off by hand. On the 
plus side, some pests are likely to 
be less prevalent. 

“Insects thrive best in hot, dry 
weather. Rain in the summer 
usually catches pests such as 
aphids, caterpillars and cutworm 
at vulnerable stages,” says Barter. 
The summer washout has created 
more work in some areas: hedges 
and lawns will have to be cut more 
often, while lawns may have 
developed fungal disease and will 
need to be spiked and drained in 
the autumn. 

Some plants such as cannas, 
tender geraniums, petunias and 
nicotiana will suffer in wet 
weather as their flowers turn into a 
soggy mass or they develop downy 
mildew. However, you can give 
bedding plants such as petunias a 
good trim and then boost them 
with a liquid fertiliser and, if we 
have a warm, dry September, they 
may produce a riot of colour again. 
BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Stipa 

This large group of perennial 
grasses, featuring both evergreen 
and deciduous types, forms tufts 
of narrow foliage above which tall 
flower stems rustle in the wind, 
providing movement and texture 
to your garden. 

You might go for a statement 
specimen such as Stipa gigantea 
(Spanish oat grass), which grows 
to 2.5 metres and whose flowers 
turn gold when ripe in summer. It 
looks beautiful planted with the 
tall, open Verbena bonariensis, 
giving an airy feel to any planting 
scheme. 

I love the smaller S tenuissima, a 
wispy feather grass which looks 
wonderful as underplanting for 
tall, lollipop alliums, or next to 
brilliant crocosmia such as the 
vivid red ’Lucifer’, accentuating 
the hue of the flowers. 

Another smaller variety, S 
tenuifolia, produces mounds of 
fine, jade-green leaves topped 
with airy beige flowers from late 
spring to late summer. Like other 
stipas, it grows well on dry soils or 
in any reasonably fertile, well- 
drained soil in full sun. 

Cut back deciduous species in 
early winter or spring, and divide 
clumps from mid-spring to early 
summer.

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is

move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

Scrappage boost 
for Korean cars

THE scheme to promote new 
car sales in Britain has done 
wonders for the car industry as 
a whole, but it will also prove a 
sharp upward turning point on 
Hyundai and Kia’s popularity 
curve. 

For years, Ford and Vauxhall have 
dominated the sales charts, but 
scrappage could change all that. 

The two firms, Hyundai in 
particular, have piled on sales under 
the Government incentive. 

Hyundai has a five-year, unlimited 
mileage warranty, as does Kia, which 
extends that to seven years on ceed 
models. 

Both brands offer sensibly-priced, 
cheap to run, maintain and insure 


motors that are appealing to the eye, 
and their ranges cater for all tastes 
from city-car lovers to fans of big off- 
roaders. 

And scrappage is helping take that 
message to British buyers in a very 
big way. 

What’s more, Hyundai and Kia 
have more models in the pipeline, 
dispensing with any perception of 
having a staid image. 

Kia will be showing off a new 
supermini, the Venga, at Germany’s 
Frankfurt Motor Show early next 
month, another move for the firm 
into haute couture hatchback 
territory. 

This premium B-segment 
contender goes on sale in the UK 
early in 2010, and the Venga has an 


unusually long wheelbase for its 
class of 2.61 metres, which helps 
maximise cabin space. 

Kia wants the supermini’s 
generous interior to stretch it over 
into the Ford Focus’s sales pitch, and 
buyers will be offered differing power 
choices in the 1.4-litre and 1.6-litre 
petrol engines, and 1.6-litre diesel. 

Kia’s UK managing director, 
Michael Cole, has his finger bang on 
the recession button when he says: 
“This is exactly the kind of vehicle 
UK motorists are looking for as we 
emerge from the recent economic 
turmoil - a flexible package 
providing big-car comfort and space 
within a compact package.” 

Not to be outdone, Hyundai is 
taking its new crossover, badged 


ix35, to Frankfurt next month and 
will replace its successful Tucson 
sports utility vehicle. 

The ix35, like the other “i” models 
in the firm’s range, has been 
conceived and engineered in Europe 
- but the Korean firm is saying little 
else until the crossover debuts in 
Germany. 

In the meantime, Hyundai is 
rushing another 10,000 cars over 
here to cope with September’s 59- 
plate demand, and dealers have 
taken on extra staff, with several 
planning to open around the clock to 
cope with the showroom surge. 

The firm’s UK arm says it has 
secured extra production of its 
popular ilO, i20 and i30 models to 
meet demand for British buyers.

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Pushing up the 
price of petrol 


DRIVERS continue to 
be the victims of “false 
dawn” market 

speculation, cold¬ 
blooded fuel duty 
increases and retailers 
dragging their feet on 
wholesale price 
reductions, according 
to the AA’s latest mid¬ 
monthly fuel price 
report. 

Average UK petrol 
prices have risen almost 
1.5p between mid July and 
mid August, from 102.95 
to 104.43 pence per litre. 

This is despite falling to 
102.28 at the end of July, 
before yet another 
speculative surge in oil 


prices sent wholesale 
prices shooting up. UK 
families with two petrol 
cars are now paying 
A£3.25 a month more on 
fuel than in mid July. 

The continued glut of 
diesel supply kept average 
price rises to around half 
that of petrol, up from 
104.06 pence per litre in 
mid July to 104.96 now. 
Diesel is a mere halfpenny 
more expensive than 
petrol, reflecting price 
parity in many fuel 
stations across the UK. 

Less aggressive pricing 
by most supermarkets, 
with only half of early 
July’s fall in wholesale 
petrol prices passed on to 
consumers, has opened 


the door for independent 
and other non¬ 
supermarket fuel stations 
to muscle in on cheaper 
fuel territory. 

Shell and Jet outlets, 
averaging respectively 
103.67 and 103.03 pence 
per litre, are challenging 
supermarkets Tesco 
(103.09) and Morrison 
(103.10) hard on price. 
Asda continues to dictate 
the pace of cheap fuel in 
the areas it has a fuel 
presence, its 101.65 
average for petrol more 
than a penny cheaper 
than nearest rival 
Sainsbury’s at 102.67. 

Paul Watters, head of AA 
public affairs, said: “For 
the second time this 


summer, market 
speculators have 
pumped up the price 
of oil until some 
fundamental 
indicator, like U 
unemployment or 
consumer spending, 
has revealed weak 
signs of recovery to 
be yet another false 
dawn. At this 
point, the 
speculators 
cash in their 
profits while 
drivers and 
businesses 
pay for 
them 
later.”

Change to law will 
‘trivialise’ offence 


A DRIVING charity has 
joined the Magistrates’ 
Association (MA) in 
criticising Government 
plans to widen police 
powers to issue fixed 
penalty notices for 
careless drivers. 

The Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (IAM) 
said issuing careless 
driving tickets was too 
light a punishment for the 
offence. 

IAM policy director Neil 
Greig said: “A simpler 
procedure may persuade 
officers to deal with more 
serious cases by fixed 
penalty notices, rather 
than the more appropriate 
but more time- 
consuming - prosecution

Careless driving ‘needs fixed penalties’ 


and court appearance. 

“Offences range from 
very bad driving - which 
could have been charged 
as dangerous but wasn’t - 
to minor parking knocks. 
It is generally dependent 
on the surrounding facts, 
witness testimony and the 
courts’ interpretation of 
them. As such, the IAM 
feels that careless driving 
should not be included in 
the list of fixed penalty 
notices.” 

The MA “vehemently 
opposed” proposals to 
allow police officers to 
punish careless driving 
with a £60 fine and three 
licence points. 

Chris Hunt-Cooke, 
chairman of the MA’s road 
traffic committee, said: 
“Police officers may have 
seen the incident 
themselves, in which case 
they will be acting as 
witness, prosecutor, judge 
and jury, deciding on guilt 
and then sentencing the 
offence. 

“Alternatively, they will 
be relying on the evidence 
of others, which the driver 
may not have the 
opportunity to challenge 
properly, and they may be 
deciding whether or not to 
issue a fixed penalty at the 
roadside in the highly 
charged atmosphere of 
the immediate aftermath 


of an accident. 

“The MA believes that 
such a decision should be 
made in the calmer 
conditions of a court 
hearing, when the 
evidence for each side can 
be presented and 
considered by those 
trained and experienced in 
doing so.” 

The IAM called for the 
Department of Transport 
(DfT) to campaign pro¬ 
actively to improve driver 
behaviour, rather than 
“devising methods of 
making careless driving 
prosecutions simpler and 
more attractive to police 
officers”. 

Mr Greig said: “We 
would have been prepared 
to support the proposal if 
it was shown that it would 
lead to an improvement in 
driving standards and a 
reduction in casualties - or 
even an improvement in 
the obviously 

deteriorating quality of 
police prosecutions.” 

A DfT spokesman said: 
“The Department for 
Transport runs successful 
campaigns throughout the 
year aimed at improving 
driver behaviour in 
specific areas such as 
drink-driving, seatbelt 
wearing and speeding. 

“In addition, our new 
road safety strategy makes 


it clear that the 
department is committed 
to encouraging 

responsible road user 
behaviour from everyone 
whether they are drivers, 
cyclists or pedestrians but 
that effective enforcement 
is necessary to detect and 
deter the irresponsible 
minority from flouting the 
law.” 

AA Insurance said it is 
concerned the proposals 
could trivialise the offence 
and lead to a sharp 
increase in the number of 
fixed penalty notices 
issued and consequent 
increases in car insurance 
premiums. 

“A careless driving 
offence with a £1,000 fine 
and say, six penalty points 
would be taken much 
more seriously than, for 
example, a fixed penalty 
for a speeding offence. It 
could double a driver’s 
insurance premium or 
even make it difficult to 
find insurance at all. 

“This in itself acts as an 
important deterrent. But 
making careless driving a 
fixed penalty would not 
only reduce that deterrent 
effect, but reduce it to a 
similar status as other 
fixed penalties, leading to 
a sharp rise in the number 
of relatively small 
premium increases.”

Work fears over swine flu 


WITH increasing numbers of 
cases recorded, the swine flu 
pandemic could become a seri¬ 
ous threat to East Anglian busi¬ 
nesses. 

Pure Resourcing Solutions 
has carried out a survey to see 
just how informed the regional 
companies are to this current 
potential threat and what, if 
any, procedures have they put 
in place. 

Media coverage and Govern¬ 
ment warnings on the impending 
threat of swine flu continue to 
grow and if figures are to be 
believed around 30 per cent of the 
public will be effected from 
August to November with employ¬ 
ee rates for illness potentially 
reaching 12 per cent of the British 
workforce during peak weeks. 

Pure’s survey, which was sent 


out to more than 5,000 compa¬ 
nies, shows that East Anglian 
businesses have taken heed of 
the information and advice 
being given. More than 90 per 
cent say they are happy with the 
information they have received 
from local governing bodies, 
and 96 per cent felt they had a 
good understanding of what 
symptoms they need to look out 
for. Nearly 80 per cent of busi¬ 
ness admitted the outbreak of 
swine flu was a concern to their 
business with 66 per cent 
already having a contingency 
plan in place, with 72 per cent 
having introduced precaution¬ 
ary measures such as: 

■ Enforced home working for 
period of incubation if someone 
shows initial signs. 

■ Open window policy 


instead of air conditioning. 

■ Bacterial wipes and hand 
sanitisers on all desks. 

■ “At risk” staff allowed to 
work from home. 

■ Phones, keyboards, door 
handles and public areas 
cleaned daily. 

■ Posters around the office, 
regular emails with 
Government information and 
company policy. 

■ Replacing hand towels with 
warm hand dryers. 

■ Review of absence report¬ 
ing procedures. 

■ Contingency plan for rede¬ 
ployment of staff. 

Although there is an element 
of scepticism about the level of 
threat with 77 per cent of people 
thinking that the media are over¬ 


hyping the dangers, an incredi¬ 
ble 65 per cent of companies 
said they would turn away a cus¬ 
tomer or client that they sus¬ 
pected were showing symptoms. 

Gill Buchanan, director of 
Pure Resourcing Solutions said: 
“Businesses need to be pre¬ 
pared for all eventualities in 
today’s markets. The recession 
has hit some companies hard 
and several have been downsiz¬ 
ing their workforce, if the pan¬ 
demic does spread as predicted, 
many businesses’ productivity 
and output could suffer. 

“From speaking to our clients 
in East Anglia, as a region we 
seem to be very much on the 
ball. It’s important to be prepared 
and have a contingency plan 
with regular updates and com¬ 
munication with your team.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Hazel aiming to 
March further 
up world order 


LOUISE Hazel was delighted to play 
a supporting role to new British 
world heptathlon champion Jessica 
Ennis-but she’s also eyeing a 
place in the spotlight. 

The March athlete notched a 
season’s best 6,008 heptathlon 
points’ score, good enough to 
secure her 14th place at the World 
Championships in Berlin. 

Ennis dominated the headlines 
after becoming the first British 
multi-eventerto win a world title 
since Daley Thompson’s decathlon 
triumph in Helsinki 26 years ago. 

But Hazel says she’s learned a lot 
from being up close and personal to 
the bright new star of British 
athletics. 

“It’s been great to be part and 
parcel of this, being with Jess for 
these last few weeks, both at the 
training camp and here, has been 
amazing,” said Hazel. 

“We cheer each other on, really. 

It’s nice to have that come down 
after each event, have a giggle and 
just make some funny comments to 
one another. 

“We are there for each other 
through and through. That’s what us 
Brits are all about-fresh talent.” 

But Hazel is determined to be 


more than just a foil for Ennis in the 
build-up to London 2012; the 23 
year old also wants to make her 
mark. “I’m glad to get to 6,000 
points,” she added. “There are 
aspects I’d like to improve but just 
wait until 2012, that’s what I say. 

“Let’s throw some medals out 
there again. Well be better, stronger 
and older.” 

Hazel will now look to a packed 
2010 schedule, which includes the 
European Championships in 
Barcelona and the Commonwealth 
Games in Delhi. 

She will leave Berlin with two new 
personal bests - jumping 1.71 m in 
the high jump and concluding the 
seven-discipline with a storming 
2:15.85 personal best in the 800m. 

In addition she produced an 
impressive season’s best in the 
200m. “There is still work to be 
done,” she added. “My coach Julie 
Hollman is an absolute star. She’s 
been to the Olympic Games and she 
knows what it’s all about.”
